Any Precancel collector will get his 
money’s worth in choice precancels 
as well as in merchandise by subscrib- 
ing to the unique mailing service that 
is sponsored by Orville Buys of Santa 
Claus, Indiana. His last series of 
mailings provided the entire Washing- 
ton Bicent set precanceled Santa 
Claus, Indiana, and if that is not 
worth all it cost then no stamp is 
worth anything. 





A form of precancel not known to 
many collectors is the private pre- 
canceling of Government stamped en- 
velopes and postal cards under section 
452% of the P. L. & R. On special 
authority from Washington, the Post- 
master may issue a permit to “use 
Government Stamped Envelopes or 
Government Postal Cards by the mail- 
er’. The indicia which is prescribed 
by the regulations shall be placed by 
the mailer in black ink and shall con- 
sist of oblique lines passing over the 
stamp, the mailer’s postmark permit 
tumber and the name of the postoffice 
and state and, in case of first class 
matter, the date of mailing. 

The above paragraph is quoted from 
the back of a postal card which is 
cancelled in the manner described and 
mailed out by the Indiana Stamp Club 
Committee of Arrangements for the 
Precancel Stamp Society Convention

they could be filed easily in a box.
